PARCEL  POST  SHIPMENTS — Orders  for  small  plants  of  all  kinds  will  be  sent  by  parcel  post  when 
requested  by  purchaser.  Also  small  orders  of  larger  plants  when  such  is  possible.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  t 

our  proximity  to  all  points  in  Oregon,  Washington  and  Idaho  is  a distinct  advantage  to  us  and  our  customers  , 

under  the  parcel  post  zone  rates.  i

EXPRESS  SHIPMENTS — We  recommend  this  method  of  shipment  when  the  order  is  of  an  amount 
over  $4.00.  Such  shipments  receive  more  careful  handling  and  safe  delivery  is  guaranteed  in  all  instances. 

We  always  select  the  very  largest  plants  our  stock  affords  when  making  shipments  in  this  manner.  The 
customer  pays  the  charges  upon  delivery  of  the  plants  but  we  always  add  extras  sufficient  in  value  to  reim-  f-

Admiration  for  the  Rose  by  the  human  race  dates  back 
to  a very  early  period  in  the  world’s  history.  However  it 
was  not  until  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  that 
any  serious  attempt  or  successful  effort  was  made  to  improve  the  family. 
The  French  took  up  the  work  first  followed  by  the  English  and  Germans. 
New  and  improved  sorts  began  to  appear  yearly  with  the  result  that  the 
cultivation  of  roses  became  quite  general  throughout  Western  Europe  and 
America.  In  England  especially  much  attention  was  given  them  so  that 
today  fine  rose  gardens  can  be  seen  on  every  hand  in  that  country.  That  our  country  is  not 
far  behind  can  be  attested  to  by  the  fact  that  vast  numbers  of  rose  bushes  are  being  sold 
annually  by  the  rose  nurserymen.  Our  own  Pacific  Coast  is  now  producing  a large  portion 
of  the  field-grown  roses  sold  in  the  United  States  each  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  our  climate  is  condusive  to  the  production  of  fine  rose  stock.  The  amateur  here 
also  may  gratify  his  love  for  roses  without  having  to  overcome  the  difficulties  encountered 
in  the  East  with  its  rigorous  climate. 


About  Varieties.  Out  catalogue  includes  to  a great  extent  the  Hybrid  Tea  class  of  roses,  for  nearly  all 
the  fine  everblooming  roses  belong  to  this  class.  The  everblooming  varieties  are  the  more  popular  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  while  the  hardy  June  roses  are  carefully  avoided  because  they  produce  but  one  crop  of  flowers. 
For  that  reason  we  offer  few  but  everblooming  roses  and  of  the  finest  varieties  extant.  Indeed,  our  collection 
is  one  of  the  most  complete  in  the  country.  Write  us  if  interested  in  any  variety  we  do  not  catalogue.  We 
may  have  it  in  stock. 


New  Varieties.  As  has  been  our  custom  for  years,  we  are  constantly  adding  to  our  collection  every  new 
variety  which  gives  promise  of  being  worthy  of  cultivation.  Especially  notable  are  the  many  fine  new  yellow 
and  fancy  colored  varieties  which  we  have  offered  in  the  last  few  years.  Our  new  variety.  Imperial  Potentate, 
offered  for  the  first  time  last  year,  is  a noteworthy  sort  which  we  think  is  destined  to  become  a general  favorite. 
The  new  variety,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Ainsworth,  is  another  of  our  productions  which  we  offer  with  great  confidence. 
In  foreign  productions  the  three  new  sorts  from  France,  Angela  Pernet,  Souv.  de  Claudius  Pernet  and  Souv. 
de  Georges  Pernet  are  notable.  While  from  Ireland  comes  such  fine  things  as  Mabel  Morse,  Betty  Uprichard 
and  Sunstar.  Those  splendid  new  California  productions,  Los  Angeles,  Miss  Lolita  Armour,  and  W.  F.  Dreer, 
are  sorts  which  should  not  be  overlooked  in  planning  a rose  garden. 


Our  Two-Year-Old  Roses.  These  roses  have  all  been  grown  in  the  open  ground  and  are  what  is  known 
as  nursery  grown.  To  insure  satisfactory  growth  these  roses  are  budded  low  on  one  of  three  wild  varieties 
which  we  propagate  for  the  purpose.  Many  of  the  most  beautiful  varieties  are  weak  growers  naturally,  but 
by  budding  on  a wild  stock  these  same  sorts  become  stronger  and  faster  growers  and  are  certain  to  be  satis- 
factory. Our  field-grown  roses  are  large,  well  branched  bushes,  each  having  several  stout  canes  from  18  to  36 
inches  in  length,  depending  upon  the  variety.  Equally  as  important  is  the  fine  root  system  of  our  roses.  In 
fact  we  think  we  are  supplying  the  very  finest  rose  bushes  it  is  possible  to  secure.  All  our  two-year-old  roses 
will  bloom  profusely  the  first  season  after  planting. 

These  roses  are  in  a dormant  state  from  November  to  April  and  should  be  planted  before  growth  com- 
mences, hence  it  is  imperative  that  orders  be  received  as  early  as  possible  after  receipt  of  this  catalogue.  These 
roses  should  be  shipped  by  express,  although  since  the  new  Parcel  Post  Law  went  into  effect  it  is  possible  to 
send  them  by  mail. 

Our  Young  Rose  Plants.  Those  offered  this  season  are  fine,  healthy  plants,  propagated  last  summer 
and  now  in  three-inch  pots.  They  have  been  grown  cool  and  will,  upon  being  planted,  immediately  start 
into  vigorous  growth  and  blossom  profusely  with  first  season,  except  a few  of  the  Climbing  and  Hybrid 
Perpetual  varieties,  which  generally  do  not  bloom  much  until  the  second  season.  Being  greenhouse  growui 
these  roses  cannot  be  planted  out  until  spring  has  opened  up,  hence  early  ordering  is  not  advisable.  The 
young  roses  are  offered  to  supply  a demand  from  planters  who  do  not  care  to  purchase  higher  priced  stock, 
such  as  we  offer  in  our  two-year-old  roses.  We  send  these  roses  by  parcel  post  when  requested  to  do  so.
